RECENT DEATAS, 

CHAPLAIN PHotius Fisk, U. 8. N., who died at 
Boston Feb. 7 bad a remarkable history. In 1814, 
during a visitation of the plague to Smyrna, a little 
Greek boy was found crying in the street for his 
parents by American missionaries, who took pity 
ou him and sent bim to this country, changing his 
name from Kavasales to Fisk in honor of one of his 
bevefactors, and prefixing the biblical Photius asa 
given pame. The lad was educated first in Salem. 
Later he studied under Lyman Beecher, in Litch- 
field, Conn.; at Auburo, N. Y., Amherst and New 
Haven, finally being ordained as a Congregation- 
alist clergyman. In March, 1842, President Adams 
appointed him a chaplain in the Navy, and he 
served until July 18, 1864, when he was placed on 
the retired list. He was 82 years old and was never 
married. 


MEDICAL DIRECTOR ADRIAN Huvson, U. 8. N., 
died at Mare Island, Cal., his post of duty, Feb. 7, 
1890, of pneumonia. He was born in Canada and 

ntered the Navy as assistant surgeon July 30, 1861, 
and rendered efficient service during the war. In 
1865 he was commissioned surgeon, medical inspec- 
tor in 1880, and medical director July 10, 1888. In 
October of that year be was assigned to duty at 
Mare Island. He bad many years of sea service to 
his credit, and was in all respects an efficient officer. 


REFERRING to the late John Hamilton Markley, 
first heatenant and brevet captain U. 8. army, 
whose death Jan. 18, 1890, we announced in JuCRNAL 
of Jan, 21, a friend of the deceased, after recounting 
bis gallant services during the war, says- Prefer- 


ring more active duty than the restraint attached 
to,a soldier in time of peace afforded him, he re- 
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signed Jan. 11, 1866, and entered the service of the 
Camden and Amboy Railroad Company as superin- 
tendent of the West Jersey Express, and continued 
in said service after its consolidation with the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company, for some years. About 
ten years ago he accepted a position as passenger 
agent of the last named company, with headquar- 
ters in Boston, and representing the New E d 
States. In this position he remained up to the time 
of his demise. His remains were brought to Hat- 
boro, and, amidst his sorrowing friends, were laid in 
their last resting place. under the tender care of 
Lieut. John H. Fisher Post, G. A. R. Upon Lieut. 
Markley’s resignation from the Army being ac- 
cepted, a testimonial signed by all the officers of his 
regiment (2d U. 8. Inf.), was presented to him,

ROBERT TANSILL, who died at Alexandria, Va., 
Feb. 5, was appointed a 2d lieutepunt of the Marine 
Corps io 1840; promoted Ist lieutenant in 1847, and 
for his gallantry in the defenve of Guyamas during 
the Mexican war received the brevet of captain. He 
was promoted vaptain in 1858, and was dismissed in 
1861, baving joined the Confederate Army, in which 
be attained the grade of colonel. 


BrREVET BRIGADIER GENERAL JOHN A. FOSTER, a 
volunteer soldier during the war, died in New York 
City Feb. 10. He wasa prominent lawyer, but of 
latter years had become tsolated from his friends on 
account of mental hallucinations, the result of ir- 
regular habits.

A., botb retired, died Jan. 31, the former at Leaven- 
worth and the latter at San Antonio.

PARTIALITY IN LEGISLATION, 
To the Ed:tor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Iw your last issue you stated that a ition was 
about to be presented t» Congress to give enlisted 
men in the Navy the same privilege as that grauted 
in a retirement act forthe Army pow before that 
body. 

5 strange that it should be necessary for 
the men who served their country in the naval ser- 
vice to ask for justice by petition. ſt would not be 
if it were not for the partiality of Congress to the 
Army, and to justify this assertion I will quote a 
few favts, 

Firstly. An act passed Congress in 1886 to place 
enlisted men in the Army on the retired list after 
30 years’ service,on 75 per cent. of their pay, but 
the Navy is to this day without that privilege. A 
bill was introduced this session tu amend the Army 
bill and to allow soldiers who bad served one year 
and upwards durisg the War of the Rebellion to be 
retired after 20 years’ service, but no mention of 
the sailor. 

Secondly. In 1861, '62, '63,and up to July 1, 1864, 
men enlisting in the Army got a bounty of from 
$100 to $300, but the sailor did not getacent, The 
consequence was that many seafaring meu entered 
the Army, and this so crippled the Government for 
sailers that Congress had to grant permission for 
the transfer from the Army of sailors to the Nav 
on their request for such transfer, and after July 
1864 (near the end of the war), authorized a bouaty 
to sailors, but the fact remains that the brave men 
who served under Farragut and Porter did not 

t bounty. So much for the partiality to en- 

ted men. i 

Now, it will scarcely be credited by those outside 
of the Service that any partiality would be shown 
the Army in the pay of the officers over that of the 
Navy, but 1t is weil known to those in both Ser- 
vices, 

The officers of the two Services were given assimi- 
lated rank, and to every fair-minded man that 
should mean the same pay and allowances. Take 
the pay of a commander in the Navy and compare 
with tne pay and allowances of a lieutenant colo- 
nel in the Army, or that of a lieutenant commander 
in the Navy with that of a major in the Army (with 
whom they assimilate inrank). When it is bornein 
mind that a commander aod frequently a lieuten- 
ant commander are placed in command of vessels 
ordered on foreign stations, and for the credit of 
the pation have frequently to entertain officials 
abroad, besides having to support their famulies in 
the United States, fairness would give them equal 

y with the Army, and it would not be injustice if 
tocy got an allowunce for the additional expense 
their rank, when in vom-nand, entails. They have 
usked the present Congress for justice. and paving 
no ex-naval officer as presentative or Senator to 
look after their interests, while the Army has its ex- 
generals, colonels, majors, etc., have tried to get 
this justice by combining together. How have their 
efforts been met? Senator Chandler can answer. 

Aa my rating will show, [ have no persoual inter- 
est in the matter of the pay of a naval officer, but I 
have had the honor to be under their control for a 
great many years, and | defy the Army to produce 

entlemen more —— honorable and vigilant

PROMOTION AND REORGANIZATION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


To MAKE the Army efficient there should bea 
coretant flow of promotion. To us it seems that 
this result can be accomplished by the imme- 
diate retirement of all dieabied officers, and an un- 
limited retired list thereafter. Lineal promotion 
will not accomplish this object, for promotion 
would be no more rapid with it than without under 
the regimental system. It is questionable whether 
it would prove to be as good as the present system. 
No one supposes for a moment that the officers of 
the 7th Cavairy who survived the action on the 
Littie Big Horo in 1876, and’ who were promoted in 
co uence, would have felt that justice had been 
done if otbers, who were not even in the field at the 
time, had been appointed to the vacancies created 
by the massacre. 

e case of the officers of the 4th Art. in the 
Modoc war in 1873, might also be cited. These ac- 
tions may be said to have occurred in ‘time of 
—— woich makes cur argument all the more 

orvible ; for if such things occur at allin time of 
my bow often must similar ones ocour in actual 
war 

We might refer to esprit de corps, which is a large 
element for consideration, and one whioh every sol- 
dier should possess to a large d as it will often 
furnish an incentive for actions that otherwise 
would not be attempted. 

Commission Officers in the arm to which they 
belong, and not in the regiment, would be ruinous 
to discipline. The doors to favoritism would be 
thrown wide open, whereas now a few of them are 
closed. It would eventually relegate to some out-of- 
the-way place, there to be forgotten, some excel 
aud meritorious officers who have no influence and 
who may incur the dislike of their superiors. 

To be plain: The authorities outside of the Presi- 
dent would bave almost as much power as he now 
pan, one more than they should ever be allowed 

o have. 

There are a host of bills affecting the Army before 
Congress, but the only ones of any real consequence 
to the line of the Army are the Artillery Reurgan- 
ization bill, the Infantry Three Battalion bill, and 
the bili for the immediate retirement of disabled 
officers. These should all be — The promo- 
tions that would result trom the passage of the two 
Urst should be made lineally till all vacancies above 
the grade of 2d lieutenant are filled, after which 
promotions should be made regimentaily as at pres- 
ent; or, as the two bills in question would be likely 
to pass at the same time, ali vacancies could best be 
filled from the relative list, without to arm 
—promotions afterward to be made as at present. 

edo not believe in (as proposed) filling up the 
vacancies in the artillery junior grades by transfer- 
ring officers from the other arms. The other arms 
need the services of their young officers quite as 
much ae the artillery. 

We will say here, tbat we see no reason why ap- 
pointments from the ranks and civil life should not 
be made in the —— arm quite as often, when 
there are v: , as in the »therarms. The dis- 
tinctionus now made in this respect are unnecessary,

R. J. Kemball, Battery K, 24 Art., 
recently tried at Fort Wadsworth for disobedieuce of orders 
and making statements calculated to produce the impres- 
sion that the battery commander was making a2 improper 
use of the battery funds, thesentence was to be reduced to 
private.

THE CASE OF HARLOW L. STREET. 


THE Supreme Court of the United States by an opinion 
rendered on Feb. 3 in the case of Harlow L. Street effectu- 
ally puts an end to the claims for back pey of those super- 
numeraries who were dropped from the Army under the 
act of 1870. Street claimed that be had not been legaliy 
dropped, that the order of Jan. 2, 1871, carrying into effect 
the act of 1870, was issued a day aiter the law contemplated 
the discharges to take effect and was therefore void. He 
also claimed that he hac not been givena hearing before 
the Benzine Board, so called, as contemplated by_the act. 
The Supreme Court sustains the action of the Court of 
Claims, devying the claim. 

In the opinion delivered by Justice Brewer, it is stated 
that the intent of Congress is obvious, and all proceedings 
had to carry such intent into effect should be jiberaliy con- 
strued und not subjected toany such technical limitations 
as will thwart such obvious purpose. The matter of time 
was not vital. While Congress prescribed the time within 
which the mandate was to be executed, there is neither in 
terms nor by implication any subordination of the power to 
the matter of time. As to the principal contention of the 
claimant that he could be mustered out only upon an ad- 
judication of unfitness, the Court holds that section 12 of 
the act referred to is comprehensive in its scope, and grants 
a“ —— which can be exercised irrespective of all other pro- 
ceedings. 








FRENCH GUNS. 


In the third of a series of articles on “Modern 
French Artillery,” Engineering calls attention to 
the evil results attending the discouragement of 
private enterprise in ordnance matters by making 
* manufacture of guns a Government monopoly. 

t says: 

“For nearly four centuries the manufacture of 
ordnance in France was carried on exclusively in 
the arsenuls of the Government, all private enter- 
prise iu this direction having been checked, while 
the purchase of war material from foreign coun- 
tries was prohibited. 

“The result of this short-sighted policy made 
itself disastrously evident during tbe Franco-Ger- 
man war, and taught France a lesson by which she 
has very fully profited, as the magnificent display 
of hght and heavy artillery in the pavilion of the 
Minister of War, on the Esplanade des Invalides, 
proved last year. Before the close of the Franco- 
German war, when it had become only too evident 
that the Government system had hopelessly broken 
down, engineers and manufacturers had done their 
best Lo supply the deficiencies of the State arsenals 
by manufacturing war material as rapidly as pos- 
sible, but the time and opportunity had passed, and 
all their efforts were practically fruitless. After 
the conclusion of the war the Government—in spite 
of ————— partially relinquished its old 
practice, though it went so far as to employ French 
metallurgical works for the 7* of raw material, 
while it continued to keep the fabrication in its 
own bands.”’ 

Engineering further tells us that “ Gast iron still 
enters largely into the manufacture of French ord- 
nance for coast defence, and types that were origi- 
nated before or about 1870 have not yet passed out 
of service, though the »atteras have of course be- 
come obsolete. Experience and theory have com- 
bined to recommend the continued use of such 
cheaply made guns for special ——* es, and they 
do not differ very widely im their design from the 
earliest pattern of reinforced guns experimented 
with after the conclusion of the Crimean war. The 
cost of producing cast-iron ordnance at the present 
time in the Ruelle factory is about £21 per ton, and 
such guns without either lining tubes or jackets can 
resist a strain of 9,600 lb. per equareinch on the sur- 
face of the bore; with one row of jackets this re- 
sistance is raised to 19,300 lb, per square inch, while 
with two rows of jackets it ia again increased to 
28,630 lb., and with a steel lining tube to 45,930 Ib. 
In other words, the reinforcing of the cast-iron 
body increases its strength four-fold.”

HEMORRHOIDS CURABLE WITH®UT SURGICAL AID 
By BARLETT’S PILE SUPPOSITORIES, PHILADELPHIA. 
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A FEW advance copies of the new Artillery Tactics 
have been received from the Government printer 
and are being distributed by the Adjutant General’s 
Office to artillery officers. Only a few copies will 
be printed for the present, and the issue of these 
will be confined strictly to those who the Depart- 
ment may desire to experiment and report upon 
them. It is taken for granted that a few months’ 
practical experiments will suggest a number of 
changes. There is no certainty as to when the Cav- 
alry and Infantry Tactics will be ready for publica- 
tion. At last accounts the Tactical Board was 
gradually nearing the end, and expected to com- 
plete their work during the spring. No manuscript 
from either branch has yet been received at Army 
Headquarters.

HOW TO IMPROVE THE ARMY. 
WHILE considering the various bills now before 
Congress for increasing the ‘retired list of the 
Army, it should be remembered that their valae 
tothe Army depends upon the results that may 
follow their passage in bringing younger and more 
zealous officers to the front. The best of laws 
will be evaded or ignored, and finally become ob- 
solete, if officers who have not the professional spirit 
to appreciate them are depended upon tocarry them 
into effect. Officers imbued with the spirit 
of reform can do more to improve tbe Army than 
can be accomplished by the passage of these bills 
for increase of pay, acceleration of promotion, and 
change of organization. 
It is proposed, for instance, to increase the effi- 
ciency of the infantry by giving it a three-bat- 
talion organization. But what does the three- 
battalion organization we already have in the Oav- 
alry amount to? Theoretically we have regiments 
of three battalions of four companies each ; prac- 
tically we have regiments of twelve companies. 
The term battalion does not appear on a regimental 
or post return, nor does it exist, so far as we know, 
in the mind of a single major of cavalry 
as the designation of an object of interest and re- 
sponsibility to him. Our drill regulations plainly 
contemplate that the command of the regiment 
shall be subdivided into that of three battalions, 
each under a permanent head, charged with the 
practical and theoretical instruction of the officers 
and (through the officers) of the men. But there 
is no pretence made of keeping the troops of a bat- 
talion together. A regiment coming iato a de- 
partment is scattered—a troop here, a troop there— 
over two or three States or territories, and mixed 
posts of infantry and cavalry are commanded by 
and through the troop and company commanders. 
Not even have the troops of the same arm of the 
Service, as arule,acommon head. Where there 
is so little appreciation of the advantages of a bat- 
talion organization in the regiments that now have 
it, what hope is there that the extension of this or- 
ganization to another arm of the Service will benefit 
the arm immediately concerned, or any other? We 
have had at Camp Schofield an illustration of the 
pernicious tactical consequences of the common 
misgovernment of our regiments. In his criticism 
of a certain operation, General Merritt takes oc- 
casion to remark in substance, that the battalion 
unit is intended to be used, and that to command 
a regiment of cavalry by companies is to fritter it 
away. 

There is a bill before Congress which seeks 
to sectre a better class of non-commissioned 
officers by increasing their pay, both absolutely and 
as compared with the pay of the privates. We are 
in favor of this bill, not 30 much because we think 
it will materially better our non-commissioned offi- 
cers as a class, but because the increase of pay is in 
justice due to them. A few dollars more or less pay 
a month will not make much difference in the 
attractions offered by the Service to the men in 
civil life that are thinking of coming into the Army, 
especially as they will hardly fail to consider that 
the advantage of this difference is contingent upon 
their becoming non-commissioned officers. The way 
to increase the efficiency of our non-commissioned 
officers is to educate them and give their position 
additional dignity and importance. Wehave found 
it advisable, not to say necessary, to maintain a 
National Academy and several post graduate 
schools, for officers, but we have still to learn that 
non-commissioned officers are not natural born any 
more than heutenants and captains; that they need 
training, and that they must also in order to turn 
their attainments to account, be separated from 
those whom they are to command and be hedged 
about somewhat after the manner of their aupe- 
riors. 

Take a lieutenant ora captain and put him in 
the place of a non-commissioned officer, with all 
his pay as a commissioned officer. Require him to 
sleep in the same dormitory with the privates, eat 
at the same table, wash at the same trough, side 
by side with them; drink with them or alongside of 
them, at the same canteen; and ‘‘go to the rear” 
with and alongside of them. How long would such 
an officer maintain any dignity or authority? This 





enforced familiarity with the privates is not theonly 
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considerable disadvantage ander which a non-com- 
missioved officer labors in trying tosecure and retain 
their respect. Another difficulty, hardly less serious, 
is the fact that he does not know much more than 
they do; he is little more than an intelligent pri- 
vate himself; he realizes the fact; the privates 
realize it, and his officers realize it. Under these 
circumstances an increase of pay for non commis- 
sioned officers, while it will broaden a little the line 
of demarcation between them and the privates, will 
not increase their usefulness to an appreciable 
extent. Let them have increase of pay, but by the 
enforcement of proper regulations in regard to 
quartering, instructing and training non-commis- 
sioned officers move can be done for their content- 
ment and usefulness than will be accomplished by 
any law that is likely to pass to otherwise better 
their conditions. 








A MONITOR AS IT IS. 

Many of our Navy officers will recall the sensa- 

ion created abroad, and especially in England, by 

the visit of the double-turreted monitor Miantono- 
moh to Europe just after tbe war. She carried 
with her Assistant Secretary of the Navy Gustavus 
V. Fox, who made areport te the Navy Depart- 
ment of the performance of the vessel and his con- 
clusions concerning her. Mr. Fox said: ‘* We can 
scarcely hope to see the day when the flagship of 
the Mediterranean fleet will only rise 36 inches out 
of the water. We wait for war to convert old 
sailors to such a novelty as this. But how many 
ships and how many noble crews, that no money 
can replace, may be sent to the bottom before ad- 
mirals can be brought to reason! It is the public, 
not the Service, that will lead the way. 

**The English pilot who accompanied the monitor 
from the Thames was somewhat suspicious of the 
strange ercft and had his doubts of her ability to 
staud aheavy sea. He afterwards said that the 
first gale he encountered, when he saw a green sea 
18 feet deep of solid water roll over her bow, he gave 
himself up for lost, believing that the monitor was 
going down head toremost. But, the tops of the 
turrets keeping clear of the terrific waves, he 
gathered courage to look around, and, seeing an 
American sailor quietly sewing a patch upon bis 
trousers apparently unconscious of the coming on 
board of the water, which all his experience had 
taught him was fatal to a ship, he regained his 
equanimity. In subsequent gales he became 
charmed with the steadiness of the vessel and he 
left her with regret.” 

Considering more in detail the future of monitors 
this man, whose theories had been determined by 
his experience as a naval officer and a naval secre- 
tary, as well as by his close study of principles, 
said : 

There remains but one fact to discuss concerning the 
monitor type of ironclads invented by Captain Ericsson. 
Can they be constructed so as to make them efficient fight - 
ing sea-going cruisers? If not,then we must adopt the 
European modvis, abstain from any further attempts at 
progress, and content ourselves with a naval force for de- 
fensive purposes only, or invite new schemes. The facts 
with regard to the behavior of this vessel in a moderate gale 
of wind and heavy sea are as foliows: Head to the sea, she 
takes over about four feet of solid water, which is broken 
as it sweeps the sea along the deck,and after reaching the 
turret it is too much spent to prevent firing the 15-inch gun 
directly abead. Broadside to the sea, either moving along 
or stopped, her lee guns can elways be worked without 
difficulty, the water which passes across the deck from 
windward being divided by the turrets, and her extreme 
roll so moderate as not to press her lee guns near the water. 
Lying in the same position, the 15-inch guns can be fired 
directly astern without interference from water, and when 
stem to sea,the water which comes on board 1s broken up 
in the same manner as when going head to it. In the 
trough of the sea her ports will be liable to be flooded, if re- 
quired to use her guns to windward. Tnis, therefore, would 
be the position selected by an antagonist who designed to 
fight a monitor in a sea-way. 

An ordinary vessel, high out of water and lying in the 
trough of the sea, broadside to, is attacked by a wave which 
climbs up the side, beels her to leeward, and, passing un- 
derneath, assists in throwing her back to windward, when 
anotber wave is met and the heavy lee lurch is repeated. 
A wave advancing upoo a monitortn a similar position finds 
no side above the water to act against; it therefore climbs 
aboard without difficulty, heels the vessel a few degrees to 
windward, and passes quickly to leeward underneath. The 
water which has got on board, having no support to part it 
on, and an inclined deck to ascend, becomes broken water, 
a small portion going across the deck and off to leeward, 
but the largest part tumbling back to windward, over- 
board, without sending against the turret anything like the 
quantity which first got on deck. The turret guns thus 
occupy a Central position, where, notwithstanding the low. 
ness of the vessel's hull, they are more easily and safely 


handled in a sea-way than gunsof the same weight above 
the wator in a broadside vessel. 

The axis of the bore of the 15 inch gun of this vessel is 
six and one-half feet above the water [the Miantonomoh 
was 259 ft.x53 ft. She drew 14% !t. and her deck was 31 inches 
above the water at the side.] The extreme lurch when lying 
broadside toa heavy sea and moderate gale was seven de- 
grees to windward and four degrees to leeward, mean 
five and a half degrees, while the average roll at the same 
time of the Augusta—a remarkably steady ship—was 18 de- 
grees and the Ashuelot 25 degrees, both vessels being steadied 
by sail. A vessel which attacks a monitor in a seaway must 
approach very close to have any chanee of hitting such a 
low hull, and even then the monitor is half the time cov- 
ered by three or four feet of water, protecting herself and 
disturbing ber opponent's fire. 

From these facts, not unknown to monitor-men, and the 
experience we have derived from the use of sail vessels dur- 
ing the war, we may safely conclude that the monitor type of 
tronclads is superior to the broadside, not only for fighting pur- 
poses at sea, but also for cruising. A properly constructed 
monitor, possessing all the requirements of a cruiser, ought 
to have but one turret, armed with not less than 20 inch 
guos, two independent propellers, the usual proportion of 
sail,and should be constructed of iron, The comforts of 
this monitor to the officers and men are superior to those of 
any other class of veseels in the Navy, arising chiefly from 
her steadiness, ample accommodations, artificial ventilation 
and the great quantity of light afforded by having the 
bull’s-eyes overhead instead of at the side. 


We present this. statement, in connection with 
those published last week, as sufficient answer to 
the misrepresentations of the monitor type of ves- 
sels contained in a communication from the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York Herald, 
appearing in the issue of that paper of Feb. 14. 





One of the interesting events in Army circles 
this week is the retirement, for age, February 15, 
of Brigadier-General William B. Rochester, pay- 
master general. General Rochester, a native of 
New York, served with efficiency during the wer as 
an additional paymaster, receiving the brevet of 
lieutenant-colonel. and in January, 1867, was ap- 
pointed to the regular establishment as paymaster, 
with the rank of major. On February 17, 1882, 
President Arthur appointed him paymaster-gen- 
eral, with the rank of brigadier-general, the posi- 
tion from which be now retires. Who will succeed 
him in the responsible office is yet a conundrum, 
but one which will be solved in a few days. Gen- 
eral Rochester has made an excellent head of the 
Pay Department, and we wish for him a worthy 
successor. It only needs one step down to reach 
him, and the President might go further and fare 
worse. There should be excellent reasons shown 
for passing over a senior. 








THE military authorities are determined that re- 
cruits shall be made fully acquainted with the 
nature of their obligations, for they have directed 
recruiting officers to keep on hand the Soldier's 
Hand Book, and read it to each recruit between the 
time of his signing the declaration and taking the 
oath of enlistment. Furthermore before the recruit 
1s sworn, his declaration is to be read co him a sec- 
ond time, and the oath administered impressively, 
all the men on duty at the recruiting rendezvous 
being present and standing uncovered. The ar- 
ticles of war, especially the effect of a violation of 
the 47th article, are also to be. carefully explained 
tothe recruit. It is not so much that there is any- 
thing very new in this, but the authorities are de- 
termined that the rattlepaced style of enlisting re- 
cruits, often practiced, shall cease. 








Way not adorn the people’s breathing spot, Bat 
tery Park, by erecting a handsome public casino on 
the site of Castle Garden when the emigrant land- 
ing station is moved to Governor's Island, says 
the New York Herald.

Frow a ‘descriptive list of deserters” recently 
issued by the Recruiting Service, we note that 163 
out of a total of 185, were recruits of the general 
service and mounted service, who deserted from the 
recruiting depots and stations soon after enlistment.

Hesays: “A 
recruit has been assigned tu acompany. Within a 
week, perbaps, it is discovered he is a carpenter, 
and without any training as a soldier, he is, by post 
order, detailed on ‘extra duty’ as carpenter. Then, 
while the unsophisticated editorial writer is advo- 
eating the cause of the poor, overworked soldier on 
‘extra duty,’ tbat individaal is calmly pursuing bis 
jack-plane existence, patching up the post hen 
coops, free from drills, parades, stable calls, etc., 
and drawing a salary greater than his company's 
Ist sergeant. Allof which, and mofe, tends not a 
little among old enlisted men to create that germ 
of dissatisfaction so often ending in desertion.” 





Tue Philadelphia Inquirer, referring to the bill to 
erect a monument at Gettysburg in memory of 
President Lincoln, says: “ We think Mr. Lincoln, if 
he were alive, would say that a monument should 
be erected on that field to the commander of the 
Army of the Potomac before one was erected to 
himself.

His alertness of mind, his ready com- 
mand of his resources, his quick response to the 
touch of the elbow, whatever be the company in 
which he finds himself, is as conspicuous ip his life 
of retirement and civil enjoyment as it was in his 
mnilitary career. 





Weare authorized by the Second Comptroller to 
state that he bas not as yet taken final action in the 
Watson longevity cases, and that he will not do so 
until after Feb. 20, inst., on which date he will bear 
arguments from attorneys interested, with the 
view to obtaining a reconsideration of the opinion 
of the Attorney General against the re-opening of 
those cases settled under the Morton case. The At- 
torney General's opinion, he says, would shut out 
not more thar half the claims even if he 
should be guided by it. His deliberations 
now are voncerned directly with just what claims 
are affected by the opinion accepting it as it stands, 
and with the arguments of those who hold that 
the opinion is an erroneous construction of the 
law. Whatever effect these arguments may have, 
there is nothing that will prevent a large portion 
ofthe Watson claims from being certified to Con- 
gress for appropriation.

FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


The President bas approved the act to provide 
certificates of honorable service to those who 
have served in the United States Navy or 
Marine Corps who have lost their certificates of 
discharge. 

House bill 3834, appropriating $40,000 for the 
maiotenance of the Marion (Ind.) Branch Volunteer 
Soldiers’ Home fortbe remainder of the current 
fiscal year, was passed by the House Feb. 8th, and 
by the Senate Feb. 10th. 

The Senate Committee on Military held a special 
meeting on Tuesday for the purpose of disposing of 
a good portion of the large amount of business be- 
fore it, and was quite successful so far as private 
measures are concerned. The wost important action 
at this meeting was the decisiou to report adversely 
the bill reducing the time of service necessary for 
the retirement of evlisted men from 30 to 25 years. 
This action practically kills all prospects for any 
legislation in this directivn during tbis session, for 
without the support of the Committee it will be 
next to impossible to get avy bill through the Sen- 
ate. The report of the Territorial Claims Board on 
the war claims of Oregon, Nevada and California 
was 11 discussed, but no _ conclusion 
reached. The bills of interest tothe Army acted 
upon were as follows: 

Favorably.—S. 231, Granting longevity pay to 
Capt. R. H. Montgomery, 5th Cav. 

8. 562, To pay widow of Surgeon Charles 8S. Trip- 
ler, U.S.A., $10,000 for services rendered by her hus - 
band in preparing and superintending the publica- 
tion of a manual for the medical officers of the U. S. 
S. 1645, For the sale of Fort Bliss, Texas, and pur- 
chase of a new site. 

Adversely.—S. 83, Reducing the time of service 
necessary for retirement of enlisted men of the 
Army from 30 to 2 yeurs. 

The Senate Committee on Military affairs at its 
regular meeting on Feb. 13, agreed to report favor- 
ably the nomizations in the Medical Corps con- 
tained in this week’s JOURNAL, and the bill 8. 826, 
to place the name of Horatio Philip Van Cleve, late 
brigadier-general, U. S. V., on the Army Register 
in the same position where occupied by bim when 
mustered out of the Army, Aug. 26, 1865, and to 
allow bim the pay of brig.-geveral since that date. 
Several private bills were reported adversely, 
among them being the measure to restore W. H. 
Hammer, late captain, 20th Lof.. and G. R. Parke, 
late lieutenant, 13th Inf., to Army and retire them. 

The Senate Committee on Fisheries bas reported 
adversely the bill to make the Commissioner of 











Fish and Fisheries an officer of the Navy Depart- 
ment. 





The Senate Committee on Sea Coast Defences 
begun consideration of the several bills to establish 
a gun foundry on the Pacific Slope, and to put that 
coast in a condition of defence, on Friday, Feb. 14, 
Generals Schofield, Miles, and Benét being heard in 
convection therewitb. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, at its 
meeting on Wednesday, adopted favorable reports 
on 8. 722, to give the late P. C. Johnson the rank of 
rear admiral fiom Jan. 25, 1887, and 38. 724, relief of 
sufferers by wreck of Tallapoosa. 

The House Military Committee has made a favor- 
able report on the bill H. R. 3887, appropriating 
$100,000 for the erection of a monument to the mem- 
ory of the victims of prison ships at Fort Green, 
Brooklyn. 

The bill to transfer officers from the limited to 
the unlimited retired list of the Army after reach- 
ing 64 years of age, as reported by the House Mili- 
tary Committee, provides that when officers who 
have been placed on the limited retired list 
shall have attained the age of 64 years, they shall be 
transferred fro'n said limited retired list to the un- 
limited list of officers retired for age. It is much 
simpler in form than the original bill, and while 
it accomplishes the same purpose, and is self- 
supporting, provides relief permanently as well as 
temporary. 

The report to accompany the bill to transfer the 
Revenue Marine to the Navy, prepared by Repre- 
sentative Lodge under instructions from the House 
Naval Committee, is an elaborate document, pre- 
senting many cogent reasons for the proposed 
change. In addition to the remarks of the cow- 
mittee, it embodies the views of ex-Secretary 
Chandler and Secretary Tracy, and is accompanied 
by petitions signed by the majority of officers of 
the Revenue Marine Service; also communications 
urging the legislation from chambers of com- 
merce, boards of trade, and other organilatious. 
According to tables accompanying the report, the 
increase of pay to officers by the transfer will ag- 
gregate $138 830, while $260,430 will be saved in the 
ordinary expenses of conducting the Revenue 
Service.

That the Secretary of 
the Navy be, and he is hereby authorized and directed to ap- 
point a board of three naval officers to investigate the 
plans ana specifications that may be submitted to the Sec- 
retary by the Ericsson Coast Defence Company, of New 
York, for the construction of their improved sub- 
marine gunand detachable explosive ram, together witb a 
suitable floating steam-carriage for testing the same; and 
on their report, should it be favorable, the Secretary of the 
Navy is bereby autborized to purchase, at a cost of not 
more than $175,000, the said gun, ram, an‘ floating carriage, 
equipped complete and ready for trial tests, $50,000 of said 
sum, Orso much of itas may be necessary, to be expended 
under the authority of the Secretary of the Navy for trial 
tests, 10 be witnessed by said board of naval officers, and by 
a representative of the Ericsson Coast Defeuce Com- 
pany, who shall, without charge, give all information 
required by the Navy Deparment relating to the operating 
of said gun, ram, and carriage. 

Sec. 2. That in case the report of the said board of naval

PROGRESS OF THE NATIONAL GUARD. 

THE proceedings of the Convention of the Na- 
tioual Guard Association of the United States at 
Washington last week may well be considered as 
marking a significant period in our military history. 
The meeting was important, both in its personnel 
and in those whom they represented. It included 
the most distinguished officers of the National 
Guard of the States, as the list of delegates we have 
published will show. it mcluded delegates from 
California and far-off Montana, and the names of 
officers well known as being the first ia intellect 
and enterprise as well as in rank among our Na- 
tional Guardsmen. 

The action of Secretary Proctor in ordering a re 
view of all the Regular troops around Washington 
in honor of these “distinguished officers” wasa 
graceful and well-merited compliment. Few, bow 
ever, except those who have beea interested in the 
work of the Assoviation since its organization at 
Gen. Wingate’s house in 1879, and who can remem- 
ber the trials and tribulations through which it bas 
since had to struggle to attain its present influential 
position, and who also know the great gulf which 
then, and until within a brief period, separated the 
National Guard and the Army can appreciate what 
changes have taken place, what prejudices aud 
jeaiousies have disappeared before a review of Re- 
gular troops could be tendered to and accepted by 
National Guard officers and be treated by all as 
nothing unusual. 

This action, together with the discussions in the 
convention, are bright with hope for both branches 
of the Service. The National Guard of the States 
are looking tothe Army for criticism, instruction 
and advice. The Armyin giving this, is learning 
fully as much as itimparts. Each bas much to learn 
from the otber. As they are brought together 10 
the State camps, iu the field manceuvres and other 
methods which the convention bas planned, noth- 
ing but good can result ani we can expect within a 
brief period to see a compact and efficient erganiza- 
tion of Regulars and National Guardsmen created 
throughout the country, which will form a nucieus 
for our future armies and to which the country can 
turo with confidence in the hour of need. 





MILITIA FORCE OF THE UNITED STATES. 


THE aggregate strength of the militia force of the 
United States for the year 1889, according to the re- 
turns received from the various States and Terri- 
tories and reported to Congress Feb. 3 by the Adju- 
tant-General of the Army, was 103,292 organized and 
7.852,171 unorganized. i these, 8052 are officers 
and 95,240 non-commissioned officersand enlisted 
men. As compared with the returns of a year ago, 
a falling off ot 3,214 in the grand total of organized 
wilitia is shown. As a matter of fact, however, 
there was a few hundred increase during the year, 
the absence of any returns from the States of 
Florida, Louisiana and Mississippi accounting for 
the apparent loss.

The road between 
the farm and the presert range could give place to 
atimilar road on the east of the range a8 a substi- 
tute. If additional land is to be purchased, the farm 
in question offers nutural advantages, bard to dupli 
cate apd well worth considering.

The average of attendance 
at these drills, taken with the attendance at the annual in- 
spectior, to be the basis upon which the appropriation shall 
be distributed, provided such average does not fall below 
the minimum number now required to pass inspection. 
a general rule the cavalry is composed of farmers whose 
horses are worked in the corps, and the members of which 
companies, in many instances, live far apart; hence it 
would not be possible for this branch of the troops to drill 
monthly. Therefore, I recommend that cavalry and artil- 
jJery be required to drill six times a year, and in every other 
respect be amenable to the same law asthe infantry. Pro- 
vision should be made to excuse any company, for good 
cause, from a drill, upon the recommendation of the regi- 
mental and brigade commanders. Although occasions con- 
stantly arise calling forthe militia in aid of thecivil au- 
thorities, and although the troops always respond with alac- 
rity, yet, asa matter of fact. they have never been paid a 
cent for these services, 

In April last, the Jenkins Rifles, Capt. J. R. Lindsay, com- 
manding, were ordered to report to the sheriff of York 
County to protect prisoners in bis custody from threatened 
violence. Provision for the payment of their actual ex- 
penses of travel and board was smail, but the per diem due 
them has not been paid. 

Likewise, on Oct. 22, Capt. G. D. Heath, commending the 
Lee Light ‘Infavtry, was ordered to report with his com- 
pany to the sberiff of Chester, for the preservation of peace 
and the enforcement of the law. This he did at great sacri- 
fice to him and his men, and they ought to be = for it 
this being the second time this company has n called 
upon to perform this duty. 

On Aug. 23 a disturbance of serious import occurred at 
Mt, Pleasant, and a bloody riot was imminent. In obedi- 
ence toorders Brig. Gen. Huguenin, commanding the 4th 
Brigade, was directed to dispatch to the scene of the danger 
as Many troops as were necessary to maintain order, an 
enabie the sheriff to execute the law. It is apparent that 
the presence of these ty prevented blood and the 
horrorsoft mob violence. Sarely, these troops deserve the 
pittance promised to them by the law of the State. They 
cannot refuse to obey such orders as were given in this case 
without incurring the serious penalties of such disobedi - 
ence, yet some of them cannot afford the loss of time which 
obedience to these orders involves; hence the injustice of 
not paying these claims, many of which are in existence. 
This disregard of their rights in these premises does much 
to dampen the zeal and ardor of the men. 

It was not tound to be practicable to hold an encamp- 
ment this year. The troops are not willing, nor are they 
able, to bear the expense of these occasions in addition to 
giving their time and services. Tne amount received b 
eacb company from theannual appropriation barely suffices 
to pay for the rent of an armory, and for other current ex- 
penses. I confess I did not urge the encampment this year, 
for my observation is tothe effect that where the troops 
pay all their expenses of transportation and subsistence 
they look upon the occasion as one of holiday designed for 
— and it is practically impossible to enforce strict 

iscipline, and to make the camp one of instruction. On the 
otber hand, when they are ordered into camp, and have 
transportation and subsistence provided, as in otber States, 
they at once recognize that they are amenable to strict mili- 
tary law, and perform their auties cheerfully and promptly. 
The State owns tents and camp equipments of the value of 

,000. It seemsa pity that these should lie idle and mold 
und rot for the lack of the small sum necessary to hold the 
encampment. It would not require a large amount. Regi- 
mental evcampments are,in my opinion, more desirabie 
than one general encampment. The regiments could be 
made to alternate, that is to say only one regiment need go 
into camp inthe same year. I bave so often urged this 
matter upon the attention of the Legislature, without 
effect, that it seems futile to recur to it again; but I look 
upon it asa matter of such great importance, that, at the 
risk of wearying the patience of that body, I beg of you to 
impress upon the members your hearty concurrence in 
these views. 

Atthe Washington Centennial, held in New York, from 
April 30 to May 3, some unkicd criticism was made of the 
appearance and drill of our troops, und I take this occasion 
to say that the criticisms were as unjust as they were harsh. 
It is true that our men were not as abundantly supplied 
with marching and camp outfits as the troops of other 
States that had made ample appropriation for the payment 
of the expenses of their troops. But they were weil-uni- 
formed, and equipped with the regulation arms and accou- 
trements. When it is borne in mind that these men had 
gone allthis way at their own cost to participate in the 
parade, the criticism was, to say the least of it, in very bad 
taste, even if it had been true. I gladly avail myself of this 
opportunity to say that the conduct and appearance of 
South CarOolina’s troops were worthy of praise and com- 
mendation. 

Lam gratified to report that the interest in the militia is 
unabated. My visits of inspection to all parts of the State 
bave shown me that the sentiment of the thougbtful people 
is strongly in favor of thc maintenance of an cient body 
of militia with a view to aid in the maintenance of law and 


order.

If the Governor of the State of Connecticut has author- 
ity to dishonorably dismiss an officer in time of peace, with- 
out the verdict of a Court-martial, his autbority exceeds, in 
this respect, that of the President of the United States. The 
military way would have been to refuse to accept the re- 
signations of his insubordinate officers and ordered them 
before a Court-martial. The Regulations of the Connecti- 
cut National Guard, par. 88, provide that * dishonorable 
discharges are given only upon sentence of a Court~mar- 
tial.” This accords with military usage, but sec. 3159, 
“ Militia Law, State of Counecticut, Revision of 1887, in 
force Jan. 11, 1888," provides that * the Commander-in- Chief 
may give an honorable or a dishonorable discharge to any 
officer, musician, private, or member of a band in the Ser- 
vice.” We leave to the Connecticut courts the task of 

reconciling these two paragraphs, Whateyer the measure 
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of the offence, the law should be very clear that justifies 
the refusal to grant an officer the right of trial. Governor 
Buckley's action seems to be dictated by a civilian’s mis- 
conception as to the arbitrary nature of military law. An 
officer of the Army can be summarily discharged only in 
time of war, but even then he has the right to demand a 
trial by Court-martial “as soon as the necessities of the 
public service may permit,” on his “setting forth under 
oath that he has been wrongfully and unjustly dismissed.”

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REPORT OF FIELD INSTRUCTION* 
OF TROOPS IN THE DEPARTMENT OF THE MISSOURI, 1889. 


Course of Instruction. [57] 


HEADQUARTERS 2p BATTALION, 
ist Brrvape, IxFrantry Division. t 
CAMP SCHOFIELD, I. T., Oct. 7, 1889 


To the Actg. Asst. Adjt. General, Hi rters Infantry Di 
vision, aut ent $c Brigade.) 


Sir: Pureuant to orders from Headquarters, 1st 
Brigsde, lofautry Division, dated 6b instant, I bave 
the honor to report that at 745 this a. m., the 2d 
Battalion, lst Bngade of lofantry was formed 
in its camp, iaspected carefully as directed 
and joined its brigade at the appointed place, 
and marcbed with it toa point about ene-half mile 
from the junction of Chilocco Creek with the Ar- 
kansas River on State Line ford read. Upon ar- 
rival at bis piace three companies of the battahon 
were detacbed and ordered to take position, under 
command of Capt. Wm. Auman, 13'b Iofantry, as 
advance guard to a forward movement of the bri- 
gade and cover its front. 

The formation being effected the advance was 
commenced in the manner heretofore ordered. 
When near the highest point of land on the west 
side of an upnkvown creek, a balt war taken fora 
short time for the purpose of observation. Here 
the Brigade Commander directed tbat the tbree re- 
mainine companies of the 21 Battalion should cross 
the creek and take position pear the right of the re- 
serve. This being doue, and Captain Bi-bop, 13th 
Tofantry. baving beep placed in command with in- 
structio:s to keep within supporting distance, I 
went forward (as the whole of the battalion was 
now in the advance) and remained in the advance 
when it resumed its forward movemeut, endeavor- 
ing to keep the different parts of the advance guard 
in their proper places, preserve the proper intervals 
and to superinot od the movement of it, 

In the mavner as above described the advance 
guard continued without interruption until at 
about 1045 A. M. when the advance guard of an 
epemy was discovered in our frout. 

Tbe forward movemeut of our advance guard was 
but sligbily retarded by tbis, as the enemy slowly 
fell back, firing upon us. After having advanced 
about tbree quarters of a mile, a white flug suddenly 
appeared in our front waving, and it was under- 
stood by the advance party to mean a cessation of 
firing aud advance; for a sbort time in consequence 
of this, the forward movement was euspended. 
After this the advance guard continued until it met 
the enemy in strong force upon a hill abeut a mile 
distant from toe starting-point; at this hill ap- 
peared the advance line of the enemy and a brisk 
fire was opened by bim upon us. It bere be- 
came necessary to reiaforce our front line and tbis 
was done by pusbing forward the supports; soon 
thereafter the enemy disappeared from our immed- 
iate front and the firing ceased oa this line. 

Captain Auman, 13:b Infantry, commanded the 
advanced line, rewained witb it during the entire 
time, and made excellent disposition and use of the 
troops with bim. Almost immediately upon the re- 
tirement of the enemy's advance line in our froot 
be was seen in strong force threateving our right, 
moving rapidly toward ux. At this instant the 
three companies heretofore mentioned, were 
quickly brougbt up, placed in an extended line 
covering the threatened position, and two volleys 
from tbe battalion fired at bim at about three bua- 
dred and fifty yards distance. This caused bim to 
change bis course at a rapid rate (cavalry) and be 
bore away toward the rear of the column. Another 
mounted force appeared soon thereafter in our 
Tight front and after two volleys by battshon dia- 
apreared, going toward the rea: of their position, 
falling back. 

Shortly atter this another threatening demonstra- 
tion was made by the enemy in strong force on our 
left, and it became necessary to meet bim promptly; 
this ws accomplisbed by withdrawing the advanced 
line (the only troops avuilabie), there being no 
enemy apparently io our front, toa point in rear, 
and then ext-pding a line to meet the fast approacb- 
ipg force of cavairy on the left. The line was 
quickly changed und the enemy fired upon when at 
about 400 yards distance. The firing was kept up at 
this point with good effect uoltii the enemy baa ad- 
vanced near the limit, when the bearers of the 
white flag appeared and gave the signal for a cessa- 
tion. At this time orders were received to with- 
draw tbeintantry and return tocamp. This was 
done, and at 1250 Pp. mM. the 2d Battalion reached its 


camp. 
a whole distance marched was about eight 
miles.

Srr: I bave the honor toreport that my troup 
tvok the following part in the operatious of to-day: 

In comphance with verbal orders from my regi- 
mental commander, [ reported to Lieut.-Col. Siwon 
Soyder, 10.b Infantry, commanding Ist Brigade 
lnfautry Division, at 7.50 A. M. and accompanied bis 
brigaie toa position about five miles east of this 
camp, where be formed his comand to drive back 
a bostile force expected from the west. Acting all 
the time under the immediate orde:s of the Brigade 
Commander, [ sent a scouting party of a non-com- 
missioned officer and four meu to watch the road 
upon which the enemy was experted toappear. 1 
then moved my troop to a point neariy in rear of 
the centre of tre live of our advance party, and 
about two bundred yards from it, and neld it in 
double columo of fours. At 10 45 A. M. a hostile cav- 
alry baitalion came in sigbt about one mile in our 
front, and the avpearaoce of its videttes and then 
of its main body were promptly communicated to

me by my scouts, and by me to my Brigade Com- 
mander. 

My scouts were concealed until the evemy ad- 
vanced to a trifle less than one thousand yards from 
our position, when they opeped fire in coajunction 
with the iufantry., | then sent a scouting party of 
a DOD commissioned officer and two men to each of 
our flanks with orders to thorougbly scout the 
county in those directions and report the arrival of 
any of the —— and deployed my troop to the 
front to ight on foot, Nos. 4 of the right fours nold- 
ipg eight borses. 

The evemy retreated about half a mile and my 
men advanced in a general line with the infautry, 
firing a few volleys as they advanced. At this time 
the yy 4 was strongly reinforced, my s*outs 
from the right flank reporting the appearance of 
two troops of cavalry from the right aod front, and 
those from the left a battalion of cavairy from the 
left und front. 

1 was then ordered to mount my troop and hold 
itiu readiness fraction in aay direction, and the 
cavalry on our left soon appearing with the evid- 
ent intention of turning our flank, | was ordered to 
oppose them, which | did by dismounting my men 
and forming a skirmish line to the left and rear of 
the left of theinfaotry line, which had been re- 
formed to prevent being turned. 

Wohile io this position a boiy of mounted men, 
which I took for a croop of cavalry, emerged from 
the rear of a baystack, about four bundred yards ia 
froct of me, and I[ fired two volleys at them while 
they were moving by the Hank and received no 


reply. 

Waite bolding this position, in which [ was not 
fired upon, “recall” sounded, and | then accom- 
panied the infantry brigade to camp.

REPORTS OF THE UMPIRES. 
Course of Instruction. [59) 
CAMP SCHOFIELD, Monday, Oct. 7, 1889. 


Assistant Adjutant General, Hdgrs. Dept. in the Field: 


Sie: In compliance with the orders of the Com- 
mandiog General for the umpires to go tothe front, 
I proceeded to the line ovcupied by the Bartalion 
5:n Cavalry in advance. This bittalion was de- 
ployed dismouvted and was holding a crest over- 
looking the valley of the Arkansas River. Imme- 
diately ia front of this line the enemy was advap- 
cing with iofantry in strong foroe, having a 
skirmish line, groups and flankers; a battery of 
artillery in rear and a troop of cavairy on the left 
flank. A portion of this troop was dismounted aud 
»u skirmish line, while a few of the men were 
— and posted well out to the left on the 
ridge. 

The advance of the brown infantry was made by 
a series of rushes, and finally succeeded in driving 
the cavalry from the crest, compelling it to mount 
and withdraw. 

A strong demonstration was then made by rein- 
forcements which had reached the blue cavairy on 
the left flank of the brown infantry. This move- 
ment was observed and reporied in good time and 
Was provided against by faciug the rear battalion 
browu intantry to tke left (it being in column on 
the road) aod marcbinz it to a position well adaoted 
to resist attack from the blue cavalry ; a small de- 
tachment of this cavairy appearing on the crest 
was e000 driven back, distance about five buodred 
yards. This part of the brown infantry remained 
in this position, and the advance infantry changing 
front from north to west made connection. About 
tbis time a battalion blue cavalry (5tb) -Woodson— 
made a demonstration on the right flin« of the 
browa infantry, tbreatening the brown battery. 

Two of tho troops of tbis battslion, B and D, 5th 
Cavalry, then charged thé iofantry and baitery and 
were repulsed; the rigbt platoon of the brown bat 
tery prowptly changed tront to the right and 
opened fireon thecuvalry; at the same time two 
com panies of infantry (brown) opened fire, being in 
support of the battery. After the repulseof the 
biue cavairy oo the right flank a portion of the io 
fantry support (‘rown) was moved to the left and 
rear of toe infantry live of battle as a support io 
caze of advance of blue cavalry from the left. The 
rigbt platoon of the brown battery was again faced 
to the front and opened fire on the battery (biue) on 
tbe bill. About this time firing was ceased and the 
recall sounded. 

lrespectfully suggest that in these manceuvres 
sufficient opportunity is not given subordinute offi- 
cers on the ground to see what is going on and 
satis'y themselves as to results. In to-day's prac- 
tice, for instance, tbe blue cavalry was marched to 
tbe rigbt aod hidden bebind a bill and wuss held 
there until they mounted and rode to camp. It 
would bave beeo a satisfaction and a)so instruction 
to both officers and men if they could bave seen the 
situation of the enemy beyond the crest.

Sik: 1 bave the bopor to submit the following re- 
port as assistant umpire io the operations this day. 

Oo reaching the firing line of the blue, one troop 
(Forbush's) was on the crest (dismounted) in front 
of the centre (of brown) under the fire of a light 
skirmisb line of brown which was advanciog by 
rusbes followed by aline of supports and reserves, 
both devloyed. * * * 

The supports to Major Cook's skirmish line 
(brown) were beld too tar from tbe ekirmish line as 
the latter approached the crest, and was in the posi- 
tion to grapple with theenemy. Had bis supports 
beep advanced promptly, they could bave taken 
and held tbe cresrt. When the shirmish line reached 
the crest, the supports and reserve remaived for 
some time in statu quo, when the advance of the 
blue repulsed them. . 


* * * 
A battalion of the Tth Cavalry (blue) under Major 
Baldwin made a flank march, mounted, within a 
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distance of 500 yards of the enemy (thé line re- 
pul-ed from tne crest) and crorsed adraw. After 
moving several yards to the right this battalion dis- 
mounted to fight, under shelter ot the ridge and 
baystack, but within 300 yards of the crest of the 
ridge. It was met by a battalion (of brown) of su- 
perior strength taken from the reserve forces, but 
lovluded on the right of the linea portion of that 
repulsed from the crest. The lead horses were not 
sheltered from tbe fire from the ridge. When the 
lives were witbin 200 yards the action ceased.

Srr: Pursuant to instructions I proceeded this 
A. M. to overtake Major Russell's battalion 5:h Cav- 
alry (blues). [ came up with this command just as 
Major Rus-ell wus signaling that be had devel- 
oped a large force of the enemy; the firing had 
begun some time before. 

Major Ruszell's battalion was diswounted, boldip 
the crest of a hill about 1,200 yards west of that hel 
by the browns, which was com of the infan- 
try, one troop of cavalry and ove battery of artil- 
lery. The nfaotry bad thrown forward a lhght 
skirmish line, and was supported by the artillery, 
both ring; the infantry firiug line was much less 
tban that of the dismount cavalry, posted ina 
strong position, but vontioued to advance through 
epee ground to within four hundred yards, the 
blues slowly retiring. When the browo's infantry, 
bad passed about balf the distance, both of the re- 
serve lines balted, the skirmish lice continued the 
forward movement to the crest of the bill ongi- 
nally beld by the biue cavairy, so farin advance of 
their reserve lines as to be totally uosupported. : 

At this time the rest of the blue cavairy battalions 
and a battery of taper commenced to appear on 
the ground, as also otber assistant umpires, one 
battalion blues, Capt. Hayes’, p around to the 
left flank of the browns, unobserved, und dis- 
mounted to fight on foot ut a distance of 800 yards; 
bad they been quicker io forming their lines, the 
browns could have been taken in flank, before the 
could have formed to oppose them, wbich they di 
by detaching two companies from their reserve 
lines, and dismounting the troop of cavalry they 
had with them. 

The blue battalion did not tire a shot. Lieut. 
Swift told me that Capt. Edgerly. 7th Oavairy, 
commanvding the brown dismounted cavairy, 
claimed to have fired on Capt. Hayes’ battalioo, 
whilst marching bv the flank mounted, within 400 
yards. I saw all of these dispositions made, and he 
could pot have done so, as when the firing bega 
Capt. Hayes’ battalion was dismounted aud out o 
sight. There were mounted men in sigbt, but at 
least 600 yards away, so! made po decision on the 
matter, but told Lieut. Swift where all of the forces 
were at thetime. A cavalry charge was made from 
the left of the blue liue and was received by all of 
the browns witnout changing tieir front, al- 
though the charge was made almost on the 
rigbt flunk, slightly from their front. Aft-r 
the charge the brownsswung round to the rigbt, 
makiog with their detached companies on the left 
flank, two sides nearly paraliel, perpeodicular to 
tneir original front aud faced in opposite direo- 
tions, thus exposing themselves to a flank fire from 
the blue artillery. 

Just before the action terminated, one battalion 
of blues, Major Ba'dwin, 7'bh Cavalry, passed by the 
left flack of the browns’ original front aad dis- 
mounted to fight on foot, the left of the browas 
line fscing north, swung back and connected with 
those companies which had been detached to their 
left flank, and received this attack, the browns’ line 
was formed and a heavy tire opened on the blues 
before they bad fully formed their lines; the num- 
bers on each side were about equal; if any the 
browns were tbe stronger force. At this time the 
white flags signaled to stop firing.

5 10 45 the scouts were fired on, at considerable 
distance, by several parties of troops, aloog a back- 
bonein front about one mile from the Arkansas 
River. Captain Forbush took a position on the 
near side of along swale which ran parallel with 
tbe backbone on which the ensmy ap e 
main body proceejed to favorable ground alon, 
the rocky crest of high ground to the north an 
rear; inthis place it was on the flank of a hostile 
advance tothe camp. Matters were now progress- 
ing rapidly on the other side. The first firing in- 
creased so much that it looked as if tne advanced 
parties were very near to their supporte, artill 
fire opened quently upon the mein columa, a pe 
of which seemed to be long 10 getting cover. he 
led horses of the advanced guard were also exposed 
for a while, but- were soon retired. The advanved 
troops of the browss promptly showed a troop of 
dismounted cavalry on the right of several infaotry 
— advance, now their rear guard, retired 
slowly as it became necessary, and floaliy occupied 
a part of the defensive line of the maiv body. The 





nce was not vigorously pushed at this 
—— their troops came slowly down the 
reverse slope of the long draw before referred to, 
The cavalry mounted and disappeared from my 





jew and the infantry advanced on a narrow front 
. with their flank: apparently unprotected, The sup- 








ports and the main body both marched ia line wien 
distances greatly reduced. 

At 11.15 tbe cavalry from Camp Schofield arrived 
and re-iwforced the biue position, and sent battal- 
ions to eavh flank of the brown advanve. The 
brown advance weut up the rocky slope in tkeir 
front, blues retreated but turned and probably 
overpowered their opponents. Pursuing too far, 
thc se troovs themselves ran ioto largely outpumb- 
ering browns, The engagement was here stopped 
witbin about 50 or 60 yards by the Commanding 
General. 

Oa the left a biue cavalry battalion came down in 

lain view to attuck the infantry flank. The latter 
formed to the flank ani the artillery opened from 
the rear. The cavalry moved bopeiessly along the 
flank and, tioding no opening, retired. 

Oa tbe right, blue cavairy moved under cover and 
forced the browns to form to this flank, also so tnat 
they occupied a wedge-shaped position with the ar- 
tille: y at the base. The biu+ cavairv here was mortly 
dismounted and was not boldly used. [tappeared to 
have been veutralized fora long time by an inferior 
force (Edgerly, 7th Cav.) 

Orders to break off the action were issued about

Sir: Io accordance with the verbal order of tbe 
Commanding General [ have the honor to report 
that as assistant umpire, | observed the following 
during the engagement this morning. Upon my 
arrivalon the field, [saw of the blues one troop of 
cavalry, mounted, two troops of cavalry, dis- 
m>unted, marching to the rear to the led porses, 
aud a fourth troop, dismounted, still holding the 
crest pear the spot where tne Division Commander 
established himself. This cavairy was the lst Bat- 
talion (M»jor Russell’s) of the 5th Cavalry; the 
troop still noldiog the crest was Troop L, 5.n Cav- 
alry, Captain Forbduah's. Opposed to them and ad- 
vanciog, were three lines of brown and white io- 
fantry. ‘The advance line was very weak and very 
narrow and at tbis time, about 300 yards from the 
crest; the second line was apparentiv from 60 to 80 

ards io rear, and seemed to be at a halt; thes+cond 
line seemed to be in actual liae of battle aad stand- 
ine up; afew seconds later it moved up afew yards 
and lay down. Toe third line, also io line of battle, 
seemed to be much stronger than either of the other 
two, and was us far as [ could judge, not more than 
one buadred and fifty yardsiorear of the second. 
The firing line was commanded by Captain Auman, 
13h lofantry. Some artillery was posted a little to 
the right and several buodred yards in rear of the 
third liae, and with or near this artillery there 
seemed to be some cavalry, perbaps a platoon or a 
troop at most. After I had reacbed tne line, the 
brown infaatry first line became much stronger, 
and continuing the advance, by rushes, soon forced 
the single troop of blue cavalry (L, 5th Cavalry), to 
retire, which they did in good order. After the 
troop withdrew, the brown line continued to ad- 
vance in astraggling manner, but before reaching 
the crest a line of dismounted blue cavalry appeured 
upon this crest and the bill occupied by the General, 
and opened afire upon tnem. The straggling line 
of brown infantry quickly fell back upon part of 
those in rear, presumably supports, aod advanced 
against the crest again, this second timein much 
stronger and better formation. The two lines hav- 
log gotten withio 60 or 70 yards of each other, Lieut. 
Swift and I[ stopped the firing, which fact [ reported 
to General Meriict. [See Note 2] 

These two opposing lines remained in this position 
some tea or twelve miou‘es, aad in the meanwhile, 
other blue cavalry appeared upon the right and 
left; on the left of the biue two troops, one sorrel or 
bay and one gray. The sorrel ur bay troop charged 
three times, and each time being received by a 
heavy fire from tbe browns, must have been after- 
ward: practically out of the figbt, This fire seemed 
to come from the second and third lines of brown 
infantry; after the first charge of this cavalry troop 
tbe second live wheeling to the right and facing 
north. How much of the third line was firing I 
could noctsee. Onthe mghta battalion of the 5th 
Cavairy (Capt. Hayes’) uader Col. Wade in person, 
took up a flanking position on the left of the brown 
line. 1 could not see the result of this nor by what 
force they were opposed. A battalion of tne 7th 
Cavalry (Major Baidwin's) having dismounted un- 
der shelter of the ravine to the right of the crest 
formerly held by Capt. Forbush, 5th Cavalry, and 
being in position to capture ur destrey the line of 
brown iofantry under Capt. Auman, 13th Lofantry, 
then required to remain as it was. the Division 
Commander directed me to inform him (Capt. Au- 
mao) that ke might fall back and joia his rigot with 
the line that was faviog north, ana direct bim to re- 

fuse his left, which order J delivered, and Capt. Au- 
mao fell back aa directed; shortly after, the battal- 
ion of Major Baldwin's biue cavairy, gave this line 
of brown ivofantry (Capt. Aumap) two volleys whicb 
must bave broker the infantry, and made it retire 
in confusion. A few shots were returned from the 
browns. Major Baidwin’s battalion of blue cavairy 
mounted and moved atagallop down to the left 
flank of the browns about three or four hundred 
yards, formed in colunn of fours facing north, dis- 
mounted and prepared to assail the left flank of the 
browns, when he was met bya heavy fire from the 
browns, a greater portion of whom belonged to 
Capt. Auman's command, and shouli have been 
considered outof the fignt. Major Baldwin, bhow- 
ever, formed in but one line and did not leave a 
guard with the led horses, and if the infantry line 
opposed to bim was not out of the fight from the 
previous successful manceuvre of bis battalion bis 
force vould not bave reached their borses, whic 
were only about 300 yards frem the brown iofaatry. 

If successf.11 here, however, the entire position of 
the browns must have been iuroed, and with the 
mounted battulion under Col. Wade on the same 
flank the browus must have been swept off the field, 
for Col. Wade's force was nut a thousaad yards 
from the extreme right of the browns, whieh (the 
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me fighting with their backs to him. [See 
0 
At cois time the order to stop the firiog and that 
every one should march to camp reacoed me, aud 
the browns aod bives marched off the field. The 
blue artillery, Mejor Bacon’s and Capt. Moylan’s 
battalions, 1 had no opportunity to observe, except 
the mapceuvring of Capt. Moyiun's battalion of the 
Tih Cavalry, woich very successfully gained the 
right flank of the browns, but in his charge being 
received by a heavy fire, be wheeled about by fours 
in excellent order and retired over tue crest.

Nore 1.—I understand that the recall was directed 
by the General Commanding at the time that Major 
Baldwin had delivered what he calls his “two bliz- 
zards’’ at Capt. Auman’s line. These two volleys 
were certainly very heavy and more in accordance 
with tbe instructions for limiting the firing than 
the scattering and yet continuous fire of the in 
fantry lines. At the time that Major Baldwin was 
ready to assail the left flank a second time, if Capt. 
Auman’s line had retreated, or had been destroyed, 
there was not more than one full company of ip- 
tantry to withstand bis battalion and Capt. Hayes’s 
(Col. Wade in person being with this last one) which 
was about three to four bundred yards to the right 
of Major Baldwin and io plain view of the latter. 
Perhaps Major Baldwin took this into consideration 
when he left no reserve. I could see no other in- 
fantry between the two cavalry battalions and the 
rear of the [nfantry right. This, however, was 
after the time that | understood recall was directed. 
At the clese of all manceuvring the brown infantry 
was in nearly a rectangular formation, with one 
line facing north and another nearly south, and the 
distance between was not more than four or five 
hundred yards. I could not see exactly, but my in- 
formation is that the blue battery could enfilade 
both lines.

Dept. of the Missouri, Sept. 14, 1889, I had the 
honor to assume the duties of Chief Medical Officer 
of the command in the field.

There were eight ambulances, two only of which 
were driven by men of the Hospital Corps, and one 
of these men was assigned to other duty while in 
camp. 

The work devolving upon this Department natur- 
ally divided itself into the practical and theoretical, 
the former pertaining to the care of the sick present- 
ing from day to day, the latter to the instruction of 
its officers and men in field work under conditions 
of active service assumed to exist during continu- 
ance of mapncuvres. In order to meet the first a 
divisional hospital was organized for the treatment 
of the seriously sick: this consisted of hospital tents 
arranged cruciform, and capable of extension in any 
direction. Five hospital tents were used as dispen 
sary wards and mess tent. One wall tent with ex- 
tended fiy for kitchen, two wall tents and four 
common tents for quarters of men of the hospital 
corps, and acommon tent for office. Additional 
canvas was at hand to meet emergencies which for- 
tunately did not arise. Two of the wards were 
furnished with the regulation beds, the third with 
hand litters, and were capable of accommoda ing 
very comfortably fifteen patients. Material at hand 
would bave permitted of considerable increase of 
this number if found necessary. 

The kitchen was supplied with a range and all 
essentials to the proper preparation of food. 

Medical officers were assigned to duty as follows: 
Capt. Blair D. Taylor, asst. surgeon, to the 7th 
Cavalry; Capt. C. N. B. Macauley, asst. surgeon, 
to the 5tb Cavalry; ist Lieut. R. R. Ball, asst. sur- 
geon, to the Infantry Brigade; 1st Lieut. B. L. Ten 
Eyck, asst. surgeon, to the Artillery Battalion; 
A. A. Surgeon W. Whitney, executive officer of 
hospital; A. A. Surgeon F. S. Dewey, op duty at 
hospital, and during sick call with Major Cvok’s 
battahon of infantry. 

The medical arrangements were as follows: At 
sick call the men of each command presented them- 
selves to the medical officer assigned to duty there- 
with; those ordered into hospital were taken there 
in ambulances, one of which, with an attendant, 
—* to each medical officer at the hour of sick 
call; those treated in quarters were prescribed for 
by the surgeon, and the medicines dispensed by an 
orderly permanently detailed with each command. 
A numerical report of sick was sent to each bead- 
quarters, and a nominal list to the chief medical 
Officer, who made a consolidated numerical report 
to Division Headquarters, and a nominal consoli- 
dated report to the Surgeon General, U. 8S. A., and 
Medical |)irector Dept. of the Missouri. This plan 
concentrated the clerical work and proved excellent 
under the existing conditions, but in actual service, 
with increased facilities then always obtaining, the 
regimental method of reporting to the Medical 
Department authorities would prove far more sat- 
isfactory, the regiment being a constant factor, the 
division an ever-changing one. 

The movement of sick during the encampment 
was as follows, viz. :

The diseases were chicfly those rtaining to 


camps, malarial fevers, diarrhoea, and dysentery,and 
while some of the cases were serious, none resulted 
fatally. The sick report shows a somewhat re- 
markable and certainly unexpected fact, that there 
was a progressive increase in non-effectiveness from 
sickness during the first eleven days, and there- 
after a marked decrease, as shown by the following 
record taken from the consolidated morning report :

The scope of the theoretical instruction of the 
Medical Department is defined in G. O. 12 above- 
mentioned, as follows, viz.: ‘* The exercises of the 
Medical Department will consist in establishing 
dressing stations at convenient points in rear of 
imaginary lines of battle, sending out litter bearers 
to bring in ‘dummy’ wounded, setting up tield 
hospitals and breaking camp, moving to the front 
and rear, re-establishing camp, litter drills, and 
loadiag and unloading wounded from the ambual- 
ances.” 

These instructions were carried out so far as 
practicable and with measurably satisfactory re- 
sults. Certain important considerations materially 


interfered with perfect success. The demands made 
upon the Department for the care of the sick, 
which had te be met before all else, occupied the 
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entire time of a large part of the force under my 
command. Two non-commissioned officers were 
constantly employed at the hospital, and the re- 
maining two almost constantly employed. 

Six privates were on duty in the hospital, three 
orderlies were permanently detailed with medical 
officers in the different camps, one was an ambul- 
ance driver, and one was incapacitated on account 
of sickness, leaving but seven men available for 
fiel¢ work. In addition, four privates of the line 
and two citizens were on duty as ambulance drivers. 
To meet the possibilities of sickness or accident, 
medical officers and ambulances accompanied the 
different commands during the manauvres, and 
with each ambulance was an orderly with medicine 
case. 

These orderlies had to be supplied from the seven 
available men, as those detailed in the camps re- 
mained behind to attend to the sick in quarters. It 
is thus seen that the Medical Department was too 
largely occupied in meeting the actualities of the 
camp to permit of its very extended theoretical in- 
struction. 

The want of uniformity in the bearer drill of ths 
men added largely to the difficulties of the situa- 
tion, Assembled from nine different posts, at each 
of which a different manual had been taught, any 
combined action was simply out of the question, 
and the instruction in yet another method would 
have only added confusion. One poor fellow, upon 
being asked in what method he had been instructed, 
rephed that he had already learned six different 
drills, but thought perhaps he might be able to 
learn another. I have heretofore had occasion to 
comment officially on this condition of affairs and 
can abate nothing from what was then said. 

It is absoluteiy chaotic, each little detachment is 
arule unto itself, and apy uniformity of action 
when these detachments are consolidated is simply 
our of the question. There certainly should be no 
difference of opinion upon this subject among medi- 
cal officers, if the Hospital Corps 1s to be regarded 
as a military body, and expected to act in concert 
in large numbers, it should be instructed accord- 
ingly, i. e., by one method only. An experience 
during the field mapcuvres for the last two years 
bas forced this opinion, long entertained, into a 
conviction that we are losing valuable time and de- 
moralizing the corps by the use of conflicting 
methods. 

Those who strive to improve it, simply have their 
labor for their pains; the men cannot be made to 
take interest in learning that which to-morrow they 
may be called upon tounlearn. They cannot be 
expected to take pnde in an o:ganization the scope 
of which seems not to be understuod even by the 
medical officers upon whom its success depends. 

Batin spite of these drawbacks 1 desire to bear 
testimony to the fact that the men of the Hospital 
Corps did their important work very well, far better 
than it could have been done under the oid method 
of extra du'y details, and under conditions, the 
pecuniary reward for which was not at all com- 
mensurate with the labor required. 


* * * * * 


I venture the opinion that in field mancuvres as 
litule as possible should be left to the imagination, 
for at best this faculty must be largely drawn 
upon. Wars without casualties belong to a state 
of affairs with which we are not concerned, and 
these casualties, [ am led to believe, form an im- 
portant factor in the conduct of all military oper- 
ations. The casualty results of contact with differ- 
ent arms has been so accurately determined that 
the conditions being settled upon before hand, 
which they necessarily must be in camps of 1n- 
struction, the number of killed and wounded, and 
the character of wounds could be easily calculated. 
To make the lesson as realistic as possible, to in- 
introduce a factor of the greatest importance, it 
seems to me desirable that a given number of offi- 
cers and men in every contact opera ion should be 
required to represent the killed and wounded, for 
these are the net results of battle. I presume this 
suggestion will meet with opposition on the part of 
many, but its importance can scarcely be gainsaid. 
Shouid such a plan be put into execution the ne- 
cessity for the instruction of the hospital corps and 
company bearers in their special field work would 
be much more apparent to those who would benefit 
by it tian at present seems to be the case. 

With an object lesson of this character before 
them, in futare there would be less hkelihood of 
hearing the comment recently made by an officer 
that it was ‘‘ridiculous to see well men carried off 
on stretchers,” just after he had enthusiasticall 
applauded a charge mude by a skirmish line whic 
rushed up a hill to attack an enemy which had no 
existence in fact or fancy. 

If, however, the Hospital Corps is to profit by in- 
struction of this character, it must be assembled in 
larger numbers than obtained at Oamp Schofield, 
for there, as already shown, I had scaicely more 
than enough to meet the large current demands 
made upon my department. 

In concluding this report, I desire to commend 
the zealous and faithiul discharge of duty on the 
port of all the offisers and men of my command 
who, I venture to believe, contributed their full 





share towards tbe success of tne field work at Camp

country perbaps eight miles square. 

Signalmen, having beep detailed to accompany 
each command, succerded fairly well in keeping u 
communication between them and the Command— 
ing General from a central locality. Helwgrapbh 
statious were alro located ard made vconsider-- 
able use of on this occasion. Several miscarriages- 
of design occurred during the day, not occasioned 
by any inberent unfitness of signaling for the pur- 
pose then in view, however, as it was seep, after the 
macceuvre was over, bow, by different instructions 
to, and dispositions of the operators, the mishaps. 
might have been prevented. 

On the first day of contact signalmen with the 
cavulry advance succeeded in establisbing com-- 
munication with the infautry reserve coming up in 
rear. No furtber use was made of them. Early in 
the morning of the second day of contact, oper- 
ators were sept to the 7:h Cavairy camp and otbers 
stationed near the camp of the 5th Cavalry, where. 
a heliograph station was a'so established. ween 
theee s‘utious communication was admirably kept 
up and efficient service rendered. One batialion of 
the cavalry was sent in advance and came in con- 
tact with an enemy about three miles from camp. | 
accompanied this foroe, taking with me signalmen 
and heliograph operators. Altbougb the effort was 
made witb both parties, success in opening commupi- 
cation with the rear by sigoals from a position (im- 
mediately behind our line) selected after the attack 
had begua, was sufficiently tardy to have given an 
enemy considerable advantage over troops whose 
movements depended on messages thus received. 
This was by far the most urgent need there had been 
for prompt s+rvice. 

When seeking to assign causes for the failure, L 
am inclined to become comprebeusive and think it. 
was everything. some of them would possibly 
bave pot existed bad the signal officer and operators. 
possessed more experience. Ochers on the contrary 
were of such a nature as would be liable to happen 
, any one and cannot be avoided under any con- 

itious. 

lam led to think by my limited experience bere 
and elsewhere witb signaling that its practicable 
and reliable use is confined to that from permanent 
or semi-permanent statious, which there is plenty 
of time to establish, and especially where they are 
so far apart as to take a mounted man a considera— 
ble time to traverse the distance between. There- 
are sufficient conditions liable to exist and interfere- 
with the success of signaling, to, in my cpinion, de- 
stroy confidence io iis reliability on the field of 
battle where distances are not so great as a rule 
that mounted men cannot be used to advantage, 
and where certgiuty of delivery witbio a time that 
can be definitely approximated is of the greatest 
im portauce. 

Some use was made of the signalnen in transmit- 
ting messages between the various camps of the 
command. Night signaling with torches was prac- 
ticed but not wadeuny useof. Owing to the very 
recent adoption of the code now in use (American 
Moree adopted latter part vf June) to fleld service 
and, it is presumed, to other causes, meo qualified 
to signal could uot be found in the majority of or~ 
gavizations of the command. Those obtained were 
not all well qualitied. 

The probability of obtaining better would have 
been greater bad there been wore organizations to 
select from, as will likely be the casein any suc-- 
ceeding year. 

Toe Memorandum attached exbibits the state of 
instruction existiog in each command in camp as 
acy as it could be ascertained.

HOW LOSSES IN BATTLES INCREASE. 


AT the battle of Ligny, both victors and van- 
quished suffered a loss of over 25 per cent. of their 
total numbers, 10 an action which lasted from 2 P. uM. 
to9 P.M. approximately. Tbat implies that at the 
end of the day some 50,000 killed aud wounded cov- 
ered the area on which the fighting took place. Let 
us compare this battle, one of the bloodiest but cer- 
tainly not the bloodiest of the many that took place 
during the Napoleonic era, with the very bloodiest 
fighting of all which bas occurred since the ipvtro- 
duction of the breecb-loader, and bet ween the same 
nations, an essential factor to be borne in wind: we 
allude to the battle of Vionville. Io this action, 
which began at 94. mM. and lasted till late into the 
night, 58000 Germans of all arms fougbt against 
95.000 French—and lost, the Germans 22 per cent., 
the French 13 per cent. of their strenetn. In these 
figures the troops present on the fleld but pot ep- 
gaged are included, whereas at Ligny practivaily all 
the men on the ground were on both sides brought 
into action. Now, the real strain on the discipline 
apd endurance of the troops depends on the rapidity 
with which the losses are suffered, with the close- 
ness with which the dead and wounded lie, and with 
tthe apy! pature of the wounds inflicted. At 
Ligoy the losses could only be i flieted during the 
short space of timein which the attacking troops 
were passing over the narrow stretch of fire-swept 
ground, a stretch barely ove-tentb the widtb of that 
the Germans had to cross at Vionville. Almost the 
whole of the loss was suffered on an area about two 
miles long and barely a quarter of a mile broad. lo 
other words, some 50 000 dead and dying were piled 
together on belf asquare mile of ground; whereas 
at Vionville thedead and dying were distributed 
over an area eight miles by two, and these men were 
killed mostiy by small bore rifle bullets or frag- 
menvts of shel], instead of being wowed down by 
solid shot and 14-Lore balis. But tbe strain on the 
troops is ultimately produced by tbe borror of what 
the men see around them. There can be no doubt 
that the field of Ligny was afar more vivid pres- 
entation of bell upon earth than any of the figbts of 
the lest war. Yet the steady old shou!der-to- 
sboulder discipline stood it on both sides, for 
neither was demoralized at the close of the day, 
whereas both French and Germans bad about 
reached the end of their tetber as nigbt fell on 
August 16.—Army and Navy Gazette. 








ARTISTIC TIN SOLDIERS. 


GREAT artistic excellence has been reached in 
Europe in the manufacture of tin soldiers. A Ger- 
man military officer has found it possible to repre- 
sent military operations on a large scale by torir 
means. He bas collected 35.000 tin soldiers, belonz- 
ing to every branch of the service and completely 
equirpea, and has displayed tbem on a platform in 
tbe Kempton Barracks, to illustrate a siege con- 
ducted in accordanve witb tbe best teaching of 
modern tactics. The scenery and orher appurten- 
ances bave all been supplied by toys in common 
use, and tbe picture is said to be marvellously per- 
fect. A French garri-on, of course, occupies the 
fortress, and naturally is compelled to surrender.— 
Montreal Star. ,

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


The J. B. Lippincott Co., Philadelphia, publish a 


volume by Judge Sanford M. Green, late of the 
Mic-bizan Beoch, on Crime, its Nature. Oauses, 
Treatment, and Prevention. it is the presentation 
iu more enduring form of ideas oo this subject here- 
tofore communicated 1n instructions given to juries 
in criminal cases. Toese ideas are based upou the 
theory of moral disease, the jury being regarded as 
a couavilof pbysicians calied in to diagnose the 
case, xod prescribe the treatment, whico the learned 
judge thinks should assimilate to that provided for 
tbe insane. Thisis very wellas a theory to please 
juries witb. It seems to us to ignore the fact that 
what are known as crimes are very largely offences 
against artificial rigbt-, and those who may be the 
criminals of one age may be the saiots of another. 
Moses, the law-giver of the Jews, bid the slain 
Egyptian in the sand of the desert that he might 
escape the penalty of the outraged law. David 
gutoered into his caveof Aduliam all the refugees 
and vagabonods who werein hiding from justice and 
with them organiz-d arebellion. Christ and most 
of the Aposties were offenders against the law under 
which tvey lived, or were held to beso. It was the 
fortuoce of war alone that gave to Arnold instead of 
Waspipgton the position of the arch traitor in 
American bistory—and so on to the end of the chap- 
ter. It is proper to punish offeaces against the law, 
whatever the law be, but it is dangerous to prociaim 
the doctrine that offenders are lusane. lusanity isa 
perversion of the mental faculties that leads its vic- 
tim to do, when under its influence, what be would 
pot do int e vormal condition of his mind. Its test 
18 the contrast of the mao with himself; pot with 
some one else, Or with some general —— in 
the community as to what is proper. 3 a man 
wronged, he seeks revenge, and itis only when his 
quest tuke: bim outside of the law that he becomes 
acrimiuval. Tne men who gratify their lust or their 
avarice 10 Oppositica to the law are no more insane 
than those who keep within its limitations aad sit 
in judgment upon those less crazy. Ihe law already 
recognizes the fact tbat there ure criminal acts re- 
sulting from insanity, and it is quite liberal enough 
as it 13 1D providing au excuse tor them.

His work is eomposed in the main of 
articles contributed to various periodicals, but he 
bas revised them and added information bringing 
them down to the latest date. Tbe facts bere gath- 
ered together, aud preseuted with the ski'l of a 
master hand, throw u flood of lght upon tbe much- 
disputed question of the causes of tbe 1udustrial 
and social changes and accompanying disturbances 
whicb bave especially characterized the last tifteen 
or twenty years of the world’s history.
